The Mariners Harbor National Bank 
at Mariners Harvor, Staten Island will 
not open its doors this morning. An- 
nouncement to-this effect was made last 
night. by George T..-Egbert, 
dent, foilowing a conference of the 
Board of Directors and William Stearns, 
Chief Examiner for New York of the 
Natiottal Banking Department.

Bedell, forrner cashier of the bank, had 
honored overdrafts of the Johnson Ship- 
building Corporation. The late United 
States District Attorney Leroy W. Ross 
of Brooklyn brought one alleged .défalca- 
tion to the attention ofthe Federal 
Grand Jury, with; the result. that indict- 
ments were returried - agains’ Bedell and 
‘Robert MacGruder, President of the 
shipbuilding corporation... ... 
Wxamiriation “ot the bank’s books _ by. 
&o¢ountants were said to have disclosed 


a deficit. of about $150,000, of which 
n Saha.

te at once. Discoveries of what are 
apparéntly further defalcations led to 
the decision to close the ‘bank. . The 
bank, it is stated, had. resources of

FELONS MAKES 14000 


Warden Lawes’s Name Signed 
to Checks Stolen From Con- 
trofler’s: Branch Office. 


THREE CONVICTS LOCKED UP 


Swindle Revealed When Can- 
celed Checks | Are Returned From 
Banks After Being Cashed.

OSSINING, Aug. /28:—Sing Sing at- 
tendants disclosed today that convicts 
imprisoned. there have stolen blank 
prison: bank checks,; forged them and 
stolen several thousand dollars. .Three 
convicts are held in ,solitary confine- 
ment pending an investigation. .. 
Warden Lewis E. Lawes admitted he 
was investigating the bogus - check: 
transactions, -but« said he would say 
nothing for publication until his’ inquity 
was,.cpmpleted. ‘frem-.other sources, 
however, it was learned that ‘the State 
idsé& nothing, but that ~.thdse 4 .»who 
honored the forged chécks' wilt Sua to 
jbear the loss. It is said thé férgéers 


-collected more than $14,000. on’ - the 


stolen checks, 

This is. the) third time fi four years 
that convicted forgers have plied their 
trade behind prison walls. In the other 
two instatices,* which ‘ occurred: under 
Wardens W. H. Moyer and‘ Edward V. 
Brophy, the State lost. Akg 

Agent” Wintersteen of State ControHeér 
Wendell’s office detected “the forgeries 
when examining.the prison accounts, He 
notified Warden Lawes. An inveésti- 
gation was started and ‘all canceled 
checksS were closély ‘examined. ‘The New 
York City Police Department was called 
upon to co-operate as some of the checks 
were cashed in New York City. All the 
forgeries had been committed in the 
last eight weeks. It is said that seven 
or eight forged checks, paid and qan- 
celed, weré found among those returned 
to the prison. 

Convicts Have Access to Checks. 

The blank checks are kept in the Con- 
troller’s) branch office at ‘the. ‘prison. 
They are in charge of David Vail, offi- 
cial Controller's clerk. Convicts: -aré 
cmployed thére and have access to them., 


Inspection of the check book. showed | 


several blank checks were stolen from 
the back of it a 
Ordinafily, heck thé State Has bills to 
pay, the checks are prépared in the Con- 
troller’s office, over which ‘thé ‘\prigon 
cfficials have no. control, and taken

sign. 

The thiéh who took the blank checks 
had Warden Lawées’s. signature forged 
to-them. ‘The forgeries ‘were later de- 
tected by Agent Wintersteen, who no- 
ticed very minute discrepancies between 


the signature of Warden Lawes and .the’ 


imitated signature on the-checks. ‘The 
forgery was remarkably well done. 

Prison officials have not learned yet 
whether the’ prisoner who stole .the 
checks passed them outside to a ‘con- 
federate to fill in or whether the forg- 
ing was done ‘in the vrison.

Rival Aspirants for Posts as Dele- 
gates to Washington Conference. 


PEKING, Aug. 28 (Associated Press). 
—In spite of the efforts of the Adminis- 
tration to keep politics out of China’s 
participation in the Far Eastern confer- 
encé in Washington, members of the’ 
rival political parties are strongly press- 
ing various candidates to head the Chi- 
nese delegation. 

The chfef rival of Dr. W. W. Yen, For- 
eign Minister, for the post will be Yeh 
Ikung-cho, -former Minister of Com- 
municationg and one. of the leaders. of 
the so-called ‘’ communications Clique-’’ 
which, formerly dominated the. Govern- 
tent. It is considered most likely, how- 
ever, that Dr. Yen will receive the ap- 
Pointment,. 

The delay in announcing the personnel 
of the Chinese delegation until the eee 
moment, it is alleged, has as its purpos 
the warding off of a political struggle 
over positions on it.. Preparatio pe B73 
sending the delegation, however, aré in 
progress. The vernment has appro- 
priated 800,000 yen for the preliminary 
expenses. Reservations for the delégates 
are being made, on steamers sailing in 

September and October, and regulations 
governing the preparation of data by 
the Pacific Affairs Commisgion are being 
promulgated.

‘Believe They Will Give Japan a 
Chance to: Present Her Claims 
as a. World Power. 
TOKIO, July 25 (Correspondence ‘of 
the Associated Press).—Not since, the 
Russo-Japanese War has anything cré- 
ated such a ferment in Japan as Presti- 
dent Harding’s proposal to call a con- 
ference of the interested powers to dis- 
cuss Far Eastern préblems in connection 
with the general question of armament 
lintitation. 
Japan has been looking eeware to a 
general discussion of political problems

«STAMFORD, Conn.,- Aug.  28.—One 
man was killed early “‘tiday ‘when ‘nine 
men. held “up: the Dewey. Club in’ State 
Street, this city, and: obtained $2,000 
in cash and some jewelry from a score 
of men’ who were in the club. The 
man -killed was ‘Bernard Kilkelly, 30, 
a trolley conductor of this city. Up 
to tonight the police~had made five 
arrests in connection with: the case, 

The Dewey. Club, an alleged gambling 
place, was about .to. close: for the night 
when the hold-up occurred, according 
to the story obtained by the police 
from-Jaek Ballard and Charles Brown, 
the proprietors. The doorkeeper. an- 
swered a knock and was confrontted by 
@ reVolver in the hands. of aman 
known at the club as» John Reddy. 
Behind Reddy was another man with 
@ gun, and they pushed their way into, 
the place. 

Almost simultaneously, the police 
were told,.a skylight was opened and 
four men-with automatic pistols looked 
down on the group of about twenty men 
in. the place. _Three armed men alsq.- 
appeared at the. windows. None of 
thet bandits was’ masked.

THE MAYOR'S FIXED IDEA. 

b> Mr. Hyian’s latest visit to the Bor- 
ough of Richmond prompted him to 
utter. warnings against the danger of 
an éight-cent fare if he is not re-elect- 
ed.

A RAILWAY APPEAL TO PUBLIC 

; OPINION. 

Has the time arrived when it is safe 
for a railway to rely upon the good- 
ness'of its cause in the forum of pub- 
lic opinion? The question is asked 
because the (Penhsylvania Railroad ap- 
peals to public opinion against the 
Railroad Labor Board’s order thatthe 
railway shall revise its contract with 
its workers. It is to be remarked ‘that 
there is no difference between’ the 
railway and its workers, with the ex- 
ception of a minority so well aware of 
its weakness that it abstained from 
voting. If the entire uncounted vote 
were adiled to the negative, there would 
still remain an affirmative majority in 
favor of the contract between the rail- 
way and its workers.. The record is. 
obscure as to why the Labor Board 
intervened in favor of the minority; 
but it would seem that it leaned back- 
ward in its attempt to stand upright 
as between the workers and employ- 
ers. Perhaps the public may do the 
same unless it informs itself on the 
merits of the. question,’ and controls 
both its natural sympathy with wage 
earners and its prejudice, or at least 
presumption, against railways. 

When the Labor Board took over its 
duties it was so preoccupied with the 
question of wages that it declined. to 
look into working conditions, and or- 
dered: that Mr. McApoo’s’ - national 
agreements. should continue in force 
until amended by agreements between 
the railways and their workers. “The 
Pennsylvania made. separate agree- 
ments in its own way with its’ train 
operatives: and. with its shop crafts. 
Neither class is complaining of either 
method or results.. The Labor Board 
declares that the difference between 
the Pennsylvania and itself regards 
merely * procedure.’”’. But the. pro- 
cedure concerns 187 railways imme- 
diately, and all eventually. What -un- 
derlies thé procedure is whetherrail- 
ways must negotiate ‘with’ unions na- 
tionally, organized or may, negotiate 
with employé representatives. ‘The 
railway offered no’ objection. to. the 
election of unionists to represent the 
workers, and, in fact, ‘some crafts 
4 elected a solid unionist’: representation.

It has con- 
strued its powers as mediatory regard- 
ing disputes, but it has assumed ad- 
ministrative oversight of procedure to 
the degree of -annulling contracts sat- 
istactory to both~sides, thus creating 
disputes instead of settling them. It 
bas not been: unanimous ‘in its deci- 
sions, and disagrees within itself as 
well as with thoge under its jurisdic- 
tion who agree with each other. It 
seems" within the record to say that 
thus far the regulation of labor has 
worked more unhappily than the regu- 
lation of rates.

TEXT-BOOK ACCURACY. 

A curriculum that “‘ will make for 
‘‘a-broader citizenship and a clearer 
** vision of the needs of humanity "! 
This is the reported demand, not of 
an -association of ‘‘ educators,’’ but 
of; the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
*‘ educators ’’’ could not, however, 
have better phrased the purpose of the 
schools upon which democracy rests. 
This . wholesome curriculum has 
further definition or explanation in a 
preceding -phrase of the gouncil’s 
statement, which asks for an ‘‘ en-: 
larged* and accurate ’’ curriculum. 
What is meant is doubtless a curricu- 
lum of broad scope—one that is not 
narrowly vocational—and which em- 
bodies, so far as that is humanly pos-4 
sible, only ‘‘ accurate "’ information. 
All, except the narrow-minded and 
vicious, will approve the declared ob- 
jective; as they will also approve ‘the 
proposal made by the council that all 
schools, colleges, unlverdities and H- 
braries‘ be supplied with “** accurate 
‘* and reliable information regarding 
‘* industrial problems,’’ and that .to 
text-book writers. end publishers be 
given ‘‘ every, possible aid” of’ this 
same natyre. This is a most laudable 
educational aim on the part.-of an. or- 
ganization that has given active and 
powerful support to many progressive 
public school measures, in this State 
especiaily, and notably the continua- 
tion schools. 

It is to be regretted that this ex- 
pression of a broad and clear-visioned 
policy should be narrowed and dark- 
ened by the council’s. implications of 
a ‘‘ preconceived and widespread ef- 
fort,’’ on somebody's part, to. shape 
the thoughts of youth ‘contrary to 
that accurate information of.-which 
these text-book writers, it is stated, 
claim not to be ‘‘ apprised.” 

Turning from this imputation to the 
syllabus in history, publishéd in 1920, 
for the schools of the State of New 
York, one finds this prefatory state- 
ment; . ‘‘ In American schools the best 
** text-books prepared within the last 
** twenty years for the upper gram- 
‘* mar grades and for the high sch 
*“ have recognized accuracy &s one of 
‘the essentials in history.’ Among 
the courses in history outlined in this 
syllabus—courses which recognize the 
fact that the problems ‘‘‘ which most 
‘* vex our. country /and the world at 
‘* large are social and economic.’’— 
are found such subjects as these: 
The beginning, causes and purpose of 
labor organization in the United 
States; the rise to power of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor; the position 
ot labor organization in the public life 
of the nation; the changing pasiey of 
the Federation of Labor; the power 
of-labor influence in passing important 
measures; welfare acts; and the pro- 
tection of the laboring man, This 
outline is not prescribed bythe State, 
but is offered as a helpful guide to 
the teachers in the schools where the 
courses, are given. There is, moreover; 

@ prescribed course for every elemen- 
\tary school in ‘ civics and patriot- 
igm,”* in‘which labor, both urban and 
rural, or ** work,” as it {s more 
generically called, is one of the sub- 
jecta studied. 

There are appended to both of these 
syllabiises lists of suggestive readings, 
in the one for pupils, inthe other for}, 
teachers.

times to an intolerabi@ degree. 

Mr. Ltovp. Georce had in mind..when 
He wrote the principle of self-determina,y 
tion, as a right possessed by ‘an peoples. 
He wovlfa not deny that right any more 
than would Mr, pe VALERA;or Sinn Fein- 
ers much more fanatical and unreason- 
able, but he /recognizes—as would they 
in many cases not their own—that some- 
times the right must be exercised under |. 
limitations. and with due regard to the 
Tights, necessities and even. the con- 
veniences of other people. 

In this it is much like the other princf- 
ple that ‘‘a man can do what he will 
He can, if alone on a 
desert island, but nowhere else; and 
even on the desert island he would have 
to.submit to physical and geographical 
restrictions of his liberties. 

Among ‘others who well 
might reflect on. Mr. 
Case Lioyp G£orGE’s apothegm 

are our own prohibition- 
in Point. ists. Much or all of what 
they say—against the abuse of alcohol 
is true, and ‘there is little: doubt that, 
on balance, the human race would be 
the better for complete abstention from 
its use as a beverage. But temperance, 
as distinguished from total abstention, 
is in the present state of humanity the 
higher, because the only practicable, 
ideal, and if}is a pity that the attain- 
ment of that ideal has been delayed by 
the legislative successes of those who 
refuse to see any, difference between 
drunkenness and the moderate indul- 
gence that steadily, and not slowly, 
was becoming the fashion when -prohi- 
bition came in. 

The effects of. prohibition, however, 
are by no means all: bad or regrettable. 
The replies to questions on that point 
that will be made by any) large em- 
ployer of labor are ‘enlightening, and 
not he alone, by any means,-has been 
benefited. 

The prohibitionists were in too much 
of a hurry-they would not ‘“‘ compro- 
mise with evil.’’ or recognize. ‘‘ physical 
and historical facts.’’ The result is that 
their cause must,.contend with ‘many 
bitter and d&termined enemies, while 
if they had been content to go slowly, 
and rest for a while, or permanently, at 
the way station of temperance, they 
would ‘have had the friendship’ of all 
whose friendship is' worth having.

I do not care to find out how mych the 
person who wrote’ the copy for that ad- 
vertisement knows about China, but I do 
want to challenge the accuracy of his 
statements. In speaking of the children in 

vhe said, ‘ Little children” die like 
flies in the first frost, and their wholesale 
infantile death rate is appalling.’’ The rea- 
son for this, as he intended to show, is due 
to the fact thatthey don’t drink milk in 
China.: This picturé about-the Chinese chii- 
dren is untrue. Of course, theré are chil- 
dren in China who die as other children do 
in other countries, but .te account for their 
death there are causes other.than what that 
writer had in his mind.

fortunate result of the Commissioner's 
order. Those transported in these closed 
Vans are thrown into the closest ofcon- 
tact. Young and old, and dise 
whom it has been sought to se 
by the establishment of a near-by Ho 
of. Detention, are. together without any 
supervision for a period long enough to 
do incalculable harm. Back and forth 
the girls must go pending investigation 
and sentence. 

_ However objectionable are the physical

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 28.~-On the whole 
there does not stem .to be any inorease 
in the demand upon the gteel mills this 
week, and indeed in some lines the con- 
dition seems to be quieter. The full is 
probably due to the seasonal influence of 
the vacation séason climax., Steel mill 
operations have been increasing ‘very 
Stadually since about the middle of 
July, and are now in the neighborhood 
of 25 pér cent. of capacity. - 
»Thére is’ no hesitation in buying. steel 
immediately ‘needed, but no tendency to 
build up ‘stocks. Indeed, the liquidation 
of stocks is still far compiete. 
Otherwise there would Ye more buying 
at present. The agricultural implement 
tradé‘is a good illustration. Normally 
the’ implement factories would have 
already beguh théir new manufactur- 
ing season, and would have bought 
largé quantities of steel, but as it fs 
they. are not buying. 

Waiting on the Railroads. 


Conservative stéel mén have steadfast- 
ly refused to be drawn Into making pré- 
dictions that there would be a railroad 
buying movement before the end of this 
year, and the fate of the railroad legis- 
lation in Washington now justifies théir 
conservatism. Méanwhile railroad re- 
quirements are pilirig up, for, although 
business generally is quiet, now operat- 
ing at not much under the capacity, are 
plainly unable, with their present facil- 
ities, to take care of a really full viet 
ume of industrial gctivity. The iron and 
steel industry, for instance, is not em- 
ploying the railroads to more than 26 per 
cent. of their full yeauirements.
